The number of wounded we 
can only conjecture, with the exception of 
two that remained on the field. “It ig with 
great regret I have to say, that on our side 
we had one man, Richards Andrews, of 
Mina, dangerously wounded —I fear mar- 
taily. But we have sustained no other loss, 
except a few horses. 

‘The main body of the army came up, in 
about thirty minutes after the enemy had 
retired, A more circumstantial account of | . 
this action, which has resulted so gloriously 
to the federal army, and more particularly 
to the individuals” immediately engaged, 
will be given as soon as it can be made out. 

The overwhelming superiority of force, 
and the brilliancy of the victory gained over 
them, speak for themselves in terms too 
expressive to require from me any further 
eulogy. 

I have just learned that the cavalry of 
the enemy was commanded by colonel 
Ugartechea, and the infantry by colonel 
Mariano Cos, brother of the general, Mar-

GENTLEMEN,—I return to you my thanks 
for the honor you hüve conferred on me. 
The duties which devolve upon the mem- 
bers of this body are ardnous and highly 
important: in fact, the destinies of Texas 
are placed in your hands; and I hope that 
you are now assembled, in every way pre- 
pared to discharge those duties in a manner 
creditable to yourselves, and beneficial to 

- your country. I call upon each and all of 
you, to divest yourselves of all party feel- 
ings, to discard every selfish motive, and 
look alone to the truc interests of your 
country. In the words of the Hebrew pro- 
phet, I would say, “Put off your shoes, 
for the ground upon which you stand is bo- 
ly.” The rights and liberties of thousands 
of freemen are in your hands, and millions 
yet unborn may be affected by your decision. 
` Phe first measure that will be brought 
before the house, will be a declaration, in 
which we will set forth to the world the 
causes which have impelled us to take up 
arms, and the objects for which we fight. 


Secondly. Iwill suggest for your consi- 
deration the propriety of establishing a pro- 
visional ‘government, the election of-a go- 
vernor, heutenant-governor, and council ; 
and I would recommend that these officers 
be clothed with both legislative and execu- 
tive powers. This measure I conceive ab- 

‘solutely necessary to prevent Texas from 
falling into the labyrinth of anarchy. 

Thirdly. The organization of the military 
requires your immediate attention. You 
have an army in the field, whose achieve- 


ments have already shed lustre upon our | 


arms: they have not the provisions and 
comforts necessary to continue their ser- 
vices in the field. Give them character, or 


their victories, though they are achieved | 


not without danger and glory, will, never- 
theless, be unproductive of good. Sustain 
and support them, and they will do honor 
- to you, and render incalculable services to 
their country, But neglect them — Texas 
is lost. The adoption of a code of military 
laws is indispensible. Without discipline 
‘and order im the ranks, your armies will be 
mobs, more dangerous to themselves than 
to their adversaries, and liable at all times 
to be routed or cut to pieces by a handful 
of regulars. I know the men that are now 
in the field; there never was better mate- 
rials for soldiers; but without discipline, 
they can achieve nothing. Establish mili- 
tary laws, and, like the dragon s teeth sown 
by Cadmus, they will produce armed men. 
It will be necessary to procure funds, im 
order to establish the contemplated govern- 
ment, and to carry on the war in which we 
are now engaged. It will, therefore, be 
our duty to elect agents to procure those 
plain practical sense of the members of this 
„body, to think for a moment that they will 
elect any, but.some of our most influential 
citizens, to this important post. Without 
funds, however heroically your armies ma 
fight, however wisely your councils may 
legislate, they will but erect a baseless fa- 
bric, that will fall of its own weight. 
There are several warlike and powerful 
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funds. I have too high an opinion of the, 
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tribes of Indians, that claim certain -por-| plea 


tions of our land. Locations have heen, 
made within the. limits they claim, which 
has created great dissatisfaction amongst 
them. Some of the chiefs of those tribes 
are expected here in a few days; and I 
deem it expedient to make some egpitable 
arrangement of the matter, that wil prove 
satisfactory to them. ae 

Permit me to call your attention to ano- 
ther subject. Some of our brethren of 
the United States of the North, hearing of 
our difficulties, haye generously come to 
our aid; many more, ere long, will be with 
us: services such as they will render should 
never be forgotten. It will be proper for 
this' Convention to secure to them the rights 
and privileges of citizens, to secure to them 
their land “ in headright,” and place them on 
the same footing with those of our citizens 
who have not yet obtained from government 
their lands, and in all other respects, to 
place them on an equal footing with our 
most favored citizens. Again, the path to 
promotion must be open. ‘They must know 
that deeds of chivalry and heroism will meet 
their reward, and that you will throw no 
obstruction in their pathway to fame. 

Some fraudulent sales or grants of land, 
by the late government of Coahuila and 
Texas, will require your attention. The 
establishment of mails, and an express de- 
partment, is deemed nesessary to promote 
the interests of the country, besides other 
minor matters, that have escaped my obser- 
vation, in this cursory review. 

Finally, gentlemen and friends, let me 
call your attention from these details to the 
high position which you now occupy. Let 
me remind you that tho eyes of the world 
are upon you; that battling, as we are, 
against the despotism of a military chief- 
tain, all true republicans, ail friends to the 
liberties of man, are anxious spectators of 
the conflict, or deeply enlisted in the cause. 
Let us give evidence that we are the true 
descendants of that band of heroes who 
sustained an eight years’ war against tyran- 
ny and oppression, and gave liberty to a 
new world. Let our achievements be such 
that our mother country, when she reads 
the bright page that records them, shall 
proudly and joyfully exclaim, These are 
my sons! their heroic deeds mark them as 
such. Again, gentlemen, let me admonish 
you, “that the ground on which you stand 
is holy ;” that your decisions will affect the 
rights and liberties’ of thousands of free- 
men, the destinics of millions yet unborn, 
and, perhaps, the cause of liberty itself, I 
do not view the cause in which we are en- 
gaged as that.of freemen fighting alone 
against military despotism: I do not view 
it as-T'exas battling alone for her rights and 
her liberties: I view it in a nobler, more 
exalted light; I view it as the great, work of 
laying the corner stone of liberty in the great 
Mexican republic.

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this pnrpose, the sword is already drawn ; 
our fellow-titizens are in the field, the ban- 
ner of liberty is unfolded, and the high 
example of lawful resistance to unlawful 
usurpation is exhibited in the gleam of their 
rifles and the thunder of their cannon, be- 
fore the walls of San Antonio. 

The committee would, therefore, ‘affec- 
tionately appeal to such of their fellaw-citi- 
zens as are still holding back from the good 
work, in the language of the holy prophet, 
«Why halt ye between two opinions?” If 
the Constitution be the object of your alle- 
giance, then rise up, like men, and support 
the Constitution. If Santa Ana and his 
military vassals be the government you de- 
sire, then avow yourselves the degraded m- 
nions of an unprincipled and infuriated des- 
potism. The contest is for liberty or slave- 
ry; for life or death; for the tranquil pos- 
session of the country we have redeemed 
from barbarism, or a forcible ejectment 


from it. It admits of no neutrals. Those 
who are not for us are against us. Those 


who refuse to save the country cannot hope 
to participate in the benefits of its salva- 
tion. Our numbers are few, but they are 
a band of heroes, and fear not the issue. 
Union is always important. The concur- 
rence of every citizen is desirable. The 
few who still maintain their opposition are 
not dreaded; their number is small, their 
influence insignificant. But “Texas ex- 
pects every man to do his duty.”. The door 
of conciliation is open, and all are invited 
toenter. They will be received with cordiali- 
ty, the past forgotten, and the-future only will 
he regarded. The times are critical, the 
enicrgency is pressing, and calls for prompti- 
tude and energy. Texas is at war; and 
any citizen who shall be found in practices 
inimical to her high interests, will be dealt 
with according to the utmost rigor of mili- 
tary law.

MEXICO AND TEXAS. 
By the schooner Haleyon, which arrived 
yesterdiyfrom- Matamoros, we have ob- 


tained Mexican papers, of a late date. ; 


They confirm the fact. of the Texians hav- 
ing captured the garrison of Goliad; but 
attribute it to a forced march on their part, 
at midnight, during the absence of general 
* Cos, ‘and the sleeping of the Mexicans ; 
while they assert that Cos had afterwards 
rallied Ing forces, determined to be amply 
revenged. i 
It appears almost beyond a doubt, from 
the tone of the remaiks in the government 
f journals, that Alvarez had taken Acapulco, 
and had entrenched his forces there, ready 
é for action. This will produce a diversion 
in the south, in favor of, and consonance 
with the movement of the Texians. 

But Santa Ana will have enough fo do in 
his schemés of aggrandisement, and in 
establishing the central system. Distur- 
bances on an extensive scale have occurred 
at Pueblo; and even in the city of Mexico, 
many persons of influence and talent, have 
combined to establish the government of 
1833, or to adhere at least to the federal 

— system. ‘The legislature of the state of 
Tamaulipas have refused to hold a session 
to confirm the late decree of the supreme 
Congress, and have sent deputics to Mexico 
to that effect. Other states with Guana- 
juato and Jalisco, me likely to follow this 
example, and to favor the movements of 
the Texans, in supporting the Mexican fe- 
deral system. Jf the latter shall succeed, 
and adhere to that system, the spirit of re- 
sistance may pervade the legislatures and 
citizens of most of the Mexican states. 

The opposition of the Teaians has been 
the subject of much furious and frothy de- 
nunciation among the myrmidons and satel- 
lites of Santa Ana. We present the fol- 
lowing as a specimen.

Address of the Americans in Paris lo the 
King.—The following is the address pre- 
sented the king by the numerous deputation 
from the Americans in Paris, on Sunday 
L6th August. 

“Sire, The undersigned, citizens of the 
United Sates, participating in the common 
joy which is felt at the providential escape 
of your majesty fiom the murderous attempt 
lately made upon your life, beg leave to of- 
fer to your majesty, and to the French na- 
tion, their sincere congratulations. Tn 
doing this, they caunot witdhold the expres- 
of their abhorrence of the deep depravity 
in which that attempt originated, nor of 
their cordial sympathy with the friends and 
relatives of those who unhappily fell victims 
to it. They beg leave, at the same time, 
to express their carnest wishes for the happy 
prolongation of your majesty’s life, and for 
the continued and lasting prosperity of the 
French nation.” 

TBs majesty replied in these terms : 

© GENTLEMEN, — I am much gratified by 
these congratulations of the Americans now 
resident m Paris. I wish, gentlemen, I 
could express to my satisfaction how highly 
1 appreciate your sentiments on the late 
horsid attempt; but you will understand the 
feelings of my heart better than I can ex- 
press them to you. Gentlemen, £ admire 
your country, and I am deeply impressed 
with gratitude for the many acts of kind- 
ness extended to me, when the stormy vi- 
cissitudes of my younger days drove me to 
seck an asylum in America; and I wish you 
may individually convey to your felow-citi- 
zens the feelings with which I receive you, 
and the assurances of my grateful recollec- 
tion of the hospitality I have enjoyed among 
you, during my residence in the United 
States, as well as the expression of my sin- 
cere and hearty good wishes for the welfare 
and prosperity of your nation.”

On the expediency of sending an agent to 
New Orleans. 

Your committee to whom was referred 
the resolution “to inquire into the expe- 
dienc of authorizing afi agent to purchase 
arms, ammunitions, &c., and to invite vo- 
lunteers to come to our aid, with leave to 
report by resolution or otherwise,” have 
had the same ‘under consideration, and are 
ready to report : l 
- That the safety of our country requires 
additional supplies of cannon, mortars, — 
ammunition and, suitable equipages are 
indispensably necessary ; and that an ag 
ought to be immediatcly appointed for 
purpose. And they, therefore, advise the 
adoption of the following resolution. 

Resolved, by the-Consultation of the cho- 
sen delegates of all Texas, in General Con- 
vention asSéimbled, that Mr. Edward Hall, 
the agent of the committee of New Orleans, 
be and he ig hereby authorized to purchase 
two long eighteen pound cannons, with all 
the necessary equipage, completely mount- 
ed on carriages suitable for field service, . 
with two hundred rounds of powder and. i 
round balls for each cannon. And that he 
be also authorized to purchase one twelve 
inch howitzer, well mounted, with the ne- 
cessary equipage for field service, with two 
hundred bomb shells, suitable to the calibre 
of the same. And that he be authorized to 
call upon the committee at New Orleans, 
for money to pay for the same. And that 
he be instructed to return to this country, 
with the’said supplies, with all possible dis-

REPORT 
Of the Committee on Rangers. 


The committee to whom were referred 
the resolutions of Mr. Coleman, on the sub- 
ject of a line of rangers from the Neches 
to the Colorado, have had the same under 
consideration, and beg leave to report the 
following resolutions. 

Resolved, That they recognize the acts of 
the General Council, on that subject, sufti- 
cient for the present emergency; that said 
line of rangers be extended fiom the Colo- 
rado to the Cibollo, with a company of 
kwenty rangers, under the superintendance 
of George W. Davis, who shall be governed 
by the sume resolutions and instructions of 
the other superintendants heretofore given, 
and that the said George W. Davis make 
his place of 1endezvots at the place known 
by the name of Big Spring, or head of the 
St. Mark’s river. 

From the information before your com- 
mittee, they recommend that the act of 
Silas M. Parker, in the organization of the 
company under Iis.superintendence, before 
they reached the proper place of rendez- 
vous, be recognized, and that the said 
Silas M. Parker be authorized to add ten men 
more to the company, by, and’ under the

Your committee further recommend that 
the said superintendents be authorized to 
draw on Jobn Lott at Washington, (with 
whom there is a considerable quantity of 
ammunition deposited,) for ammunition 
sufficient to supply their several companies, 
or at such other places as public ammuni- 
tion may be deposited.
